The United States Is export- 
Ing its cults to Canada, private 
investigator and deprogramm- 
er Galen Kelly told a McGill 
audience Tuesday night. 

Kelly, the founder of G. 
Kelly Associates, an Investig-

Restoring these minds Is a 
long and painful process.

Everyone was surprised to 
learn that there exists a 
Newtonian concept with 
respect to date squares, that 
is, Christie Biscuits has done 
for dates what they did for figs 
so long ago.
